The  funds 
left  by  Cornelia  Bailey  will  pay  the  rent  and  the  utilities  on  the  building,  enabling  us  to 
get  started  and  to  examine  more  permanent  sources  of  funding.  We  will  be  applying  for 
several  grants  from  foundations  known  to  favor  libraries,  and  we  will  of  course  attempt 
to  raise  operating  funds  through  donations.

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AGREEMENT 


THIS  AGREEMENT  between  the  TOWN  OF  CLARENDON,  VERMONT  (herein¬ 
after  “Town”),  and  THE  MARBLE  BANK  of  Rutland,  Vermont,  (hereinafter  “Bank”), 
as  follows: 

WHEREAS,  under  the  Will  of  Cornelia  W.  Bailey  dated  November  9,  1905,  it  was 
provided  as  follows: 

SIXTH :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Clarendon,  Vermont,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  library  therein; 
said  sum  to  be  kept  as  a  permanent  fund  and  the  income  only  to  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  new  books  and  replacing  such  as  shall  be  worn  out;  also  my  two  book  cases  and  books 
therein  contained,  to  be  placed  in  the  town  hall  in  said  Clarendon,  to  *be  used  by  the 
school  children  in  said  town  but  not  to  be  taken  away  from  said  town  hall. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  Clarendon  Town  Meeting  held  in  March,  1933,  Library  Trustees 
were  elected  as  follows:  Aldace  W.  Newton,  A.  B.  Weeks,  Mary  A.  Davis,  Thomas  C. 
Pierce,  and  Ellen  Potter;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1933,  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Clarendon 
Public  Library,  Inc.  were  prepared  by  said  Trustees,  and  filed  on  May  12,  1933,  how¬ 
ever,  The  Certificate  of  Incorporation  was  not  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  Rutland 
County  Clerk  (now  Rutland  Superior  Court)  for  the  corporation  to  be  deemed  fully  or¬ 
ganized;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  July  17,  1941  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  deposited  in  Account  No. 
56332,  in  the  Marble  Savings  Bank  under  the  name  of  Clarendon  Public  Library,  Inc.; 
and 

0004539  which  account,  as  of  December  31,  1986,  had  a  balance  of  $7,632.34;  and 
WHEREAS,  A.  B.  Weeks,  the  original  Treasurer  and  the  person  who  executed  the 
signature  card  is  deceased  as  are  all  the  other  Trustees,  and 
WHEREAS,  it  appears  that  the  intention  of  the  said  Cornelia  W.  Bailey  would  be  best 
served  by  the  transfer  of  said  funds  to  the  Town  of  Clarendon,  Vermont  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  set  forth  in  said  Will,  $5,693.34  of  said  funds  being  the  said  permanent  fund  of 
$1,000.00  plus  accrued  interest,  and  $1,939.00  being  Clarendon  Public  Library  Associ¬ 
ation  funds  including  accrued  interest. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  said  Marble  Bank  (successor  to  Marble 
Savings  Bank)  transferring  said  funds  to  said  Town,  the  Town  by  its  duly  elected  officers 
does  hereby  agree  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the  Marble  Bank,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  from  any  and  all  claims  of  any  and  all  parties  to  said  fund  by  virtue  of  the  origi¬ 
nation,  continuance  or  transfer  of  said  fund  as  herein  provided.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Monday’s  of  each 
month.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  handicapped  accessible.  Everyone  is 
welcome  to  attend  and  participate  in  our  town  government.  Your  input  is  important  in 
helping  us  to  make  decisions  that  support  the  needs  of  the  community.  If  you  have  con¬ 
cerns  you  feel  should  be  addressed  but  are  unable  to  attend  a  meeting;  please  send  them 
in  writing  to  “Board  of  Selectmen,  P.O.  Box  30,  North  Clarendon,  Vt.  05759”.  All 
correspondence  will  be  reviewed  and  acted  upon  as  necessary. 

Please  exercise  your  right  to  vote.  Approximately  half  of  the  registered  voters  partici¬ 
pate  in  elections.  Your  vote  is  vital  in  assuring  that  balloting  on  issues  and  expenditures 
represents  the  views  of  the  majority  of  the  community.  Absentee  ballots  are  available 
from  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  for  registered  voters  who  are  unable  to  come  to  the  polls. 
New  voters  may  register  with  the  town  clerk. 

Highway  equipment  was  updated  this  year  with  addition  of  a  used  tractor  and  mower 
for  mowing  roadsides  to  improve  safety  and  visibility.  An  additional  mile  of  town  high¬ 
way  was  again  paved  this  year  per  voter  approval. 

We  received  a  matching  grant  from  the  State  of  Vermont  for  funds  to  erect  chain  link 
fencing  at  the  Chippenhook  and  Clarendon  Flats  cemeteries.  We  are  presently  in  need 
of  townspeople  to  act  as  voluntary  cemetery  commissioners. 

As  part  of  our  continuing  efforts  to  increase  recycling  newspapers  are  being  collected 
at  the  transfer  station.  These  papers  are  being  shredded  by  the  Cold  River  Farm  on  the 
Middle  Road  for  use  as  bedding  for  dairy  cattle. 

This  year  a  second  business  opened  at  the  Airport  Industrial  Park.  Knight  Cabinets 
has  now  joined  Kalow  Controls.  We  hope  to  see  more  businesses  there  in  the  coming 
year. 

Trustees  were  appointed  to  administer  the  Bailey  Memorial  Library  Funds,  which 
were  used  to  establish  a  new  library  for  Clarendon  residents.  The  library  is  now  open  in 
North  Clarendon  Village  at  the  former  Kalow  Control  building. 

David  Potter  has  been  appointed  as  the  town’s  representative  to  work  on  the  Vt.  Bi¬ 
centennial  Celebration.  Anyone  with  ideas,  information  or  a  desire  to  participate  should 
contact  him. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  townspeople  who  have  taken  time  from  their  busy 
schedules  to  attend  our  meetings  this  year  and  hope  to  see  even  more  of  you  in  the  com¬ 
ing  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1990 

The  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  worked  closely  with  regional  communities 
to  create  a  cooperative  and  positive  planning  process.  With  this  focus  the  Commission 
believes  that  local  plans  will  be  prepared  that  provide  strong  local  control  while  recog¬ 
nizing  regional  responsibilities. 

During  the  past  year  the  Regional  Planning  Commission: 

•  has  emphasized  helping  communities  prepare  local  plans  that  meet  the  needs  of 
the  community  working  particularly  with  Brandon,  Wallingford,  Castleton,  West 
Haven  and  Poultney;  also  worked  with  Rutland  City,  Rutland  Town,  Shrewsbury, 
and  Mt.  Holly.  Benson  and  Poultney  were  helped  with  zoning  and  subdivision 
regulations. 

•  Organized  a  grass-roots  program  to  update  the  GENERAL  PLAN:  RUTLAND 
REGION. 

•  continued  collecting  information  on  natural  areas  in  Benson,  Castleton,  Fair  Haven, 
Hubbardton,  Ira,  Middletown  Springs,  Pawlet,  Poultney,  Tinmouth,  Wallingford, 
Wells  and  West  Haven. 

•  prepared  and/or  distributed  copies  of  the  State’s  Planning  Newsletter,  the  Re¬ 
gional  Commission’s  Newsletter  and  Bulletins  on  Citizen  Participation; 

•  sent  current  copies  of  the  state’s  Planning  and  Development  Act  (Chapter  1 17)  to 
all  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Planning  Commissions; 

•  continued  our  very  successful  cooperative  purchasing  program  for  fuels  that  has 
saved  Hubbardton,  Ira,  Clarendon,  Middletown  Springs,  Pawlet,  Sherburne, 
Shrewsbury,  Tinmouth,  Wallingford,  and  “the  Bus”  and  other  nonprofits  and 
school  districts  substantial  amounts  on  their  fuel  oil,  diesel  and  gasoline  purchases;

•  expanded  our  information  resources  and  computer  assistance  to  give  you  the  data 
needed  to  make  informed  decisions  on  local  planning  and  management  issues; 

•  Begun  a  circuit  riding  transportation  planning  program  providing  assistance  to 
West  Haven,  Brandon,  Wallingford,  Mt.  Holly,  Shrewsbury,  Poultney  and  West 
Rutland; 

•  Become  actively  involved  in  regional  efforts  related  to  the  Killington/Pico  merger; 
and, 

•  received  a  grant  to  work  with  Benson,  West  Haven,  Ira,  Pawlet,  Hubbardton, 
Tinmouth,  and  Wallingford  to  prepare  a  regional  land  evaluation  and  site  assess¬ 
ment  program  for  agricultural  lands.

We  currently  have  31  members  on  our  roster.  We  responded  to  45  calls  this  past  year, 
which  required  1470  man  hours  and  required  that  our  equipment  be  in  use  for  167  hours. 
We  were  asked  to  assist  with  6  Mutual  Aid  fires,  and  asked  for  Mutual  Aid  assistance  3 
times. 

The  department  was  represented  in  4  parades  and  2  musters.  At  the  Vermont  State 
Firefighters  convention  in  South  Burlington  the  men  received  7  trophies,  which  included 
the  Koltonski  trophy  for  most  points  in  sporting  events,  Sportsmanship  trophy  and  sec¬ 
ond  place  for  Best  Appearing  Marching  Unit  with  Apparatus.

RUTLAND  COUNTY  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1990 

During  the  past  year,  the  Rutland  County  Solid  Waste  District  spent  much  of  its  time 
attempting  to  complete  a  landfill  search.  There  was  an  exhaustive  public  process  that 
developed  21  criteria  to  be  used  to  site  a  landfill.  Ultimately  almost  all  of  those  criteria 
were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  siting  criteria.  The  only  significant  change 
was  that  the  location  of  a  landfill  on  prime  agricultural  lands  was  not  considered  a  fatal 
flaw,  though  it  did  reduce  the  desirability  of  the  site  in  the  ranking  system.  This  single 
change  was  made  because  it  was  perceived  early  on  that  there  would  be  no  potential  sites 
on  non-prime  agricultural  lands. 

After  identifying  the  criteria,  a  very  public  mapping  process  was  used  that  looked  at 
all  parcels  of  fifty  acres  or  larger  that  were  on  slopes  of  less  than  25%.  During  this  pub¬ 
lic  mapping  exercise  the  21  citizen  based  criteria  were  applied  to  see  if  the  sites  met  the 
minimum  criteria.  Starting  with  over  150  potential  sites  in  the  county,  the  field  was  nar¬ 
rowed  to  48  by  virtue  of  the  public  mapping  process.  The  next  step  in  the  process  was 
an  initial  walk-over  or  drive-by  to  determine  if  there  were  any  obvious  defects  in  the  sites 
that  did  not  appear  on  the  maps. 

At  this  next  level,  the  District  employed  experts  in  geology,  hydrology  (water),  pro¬ 
tected  species  and  critical  habitats,  archeology,  transportation,  soils,  wildlife  habitats 
and  aesthetics.  These  independent  authorities  were  instructed  to  examine  sites  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  there  were  problems  that  would  prevent  permitting  of  a  landfill  or  that  would 
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prevent  the  sites  from  meeting  the  District’s  siting  criteria.  The  District  was  in  this  phase 
of  study  when  two  District  towns  that  had  potential  landfill  sites  were  organized  to  hold 
special  town  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  withdrawing  from  the  District. 

The  issue  of  withdrawing  communities  is  a  crucial  issue  and  one  which  most  Districts 
now  face.  Due  to  the  unpopularity  of  hosting  any  solid  waste  facility,  many  towns  have 
decided  to  not  cooperate  regionally  rather  than  be  the  winner  of  the  search  process.  This 
ability  to  opt  out  of  the  process  with  little  repercussion  is  providing  an  easy  out  to  towns 
which  have  sites  that  meet  the  stringent  criteria.  All  sue  towns  which  had  the  minimally 
qualified  sites  have  now  voted  to  withdraw.  The  District  could  potentially  find  a  willing 
seller  of  land  for  a  landfill  in  one  of  these  withdrawing  towns,  but  it  could  not  build  the 
facility  and  operate  it  without  the  agreement  of  the  host  community’s  Board  of  Select¬ 
men.  On  the  other  hand,  a  town  that  withdraws  may  locate  a  landfill  on  an  identified 
site  without  regard  to  the  needs  of  any  of  its  neighbors. 

This  difficult  situation  clearly  indicated  that  to  continue  the  siting  effort  would  result 
in  more  towns  leaving  the  District  rather  than  allow  a  landfill  to  be  located  within  their 
town.  In  light  of  this  problem,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  felt  that  the  siting  effort  should 
be  suspended  to  allow  the  Legislature  a  chance  to  address  the  issue.  The  search  process 
was  suspended  on  September  12,  1990. 

While  the  search  for  a  landfill  has  played  a  major  part  in  the  District’s  work  during 
1990,  we  have  been  working  on  several  other  major  programs: 

•  Curbside  Recycling— During  the  first  9  months  of  1990,  a  pilot  curbside  recycling 
program  was  implemented  and  run  in  Proctor  and  Rutland  City.  Over  2,500  house¬ 
holds  have  been  served.  Proctor  has  now  taken  on  the  program  as  a  franchised 
system  for  both  waste  and  recyclables.  During  the  last  three  months  of  1990,  the 
District  has  worked  closely  with  the  City  of  Rutland  to  convert  the  previously  man¬ 
dated  and  subsidized  program  to  a  voluntary,  user  supported  program.  In  1991, 
the  District  will  be  implementing  curbside  recycling  throughout  the  balance  of  Rut¬ 
land  City  and  will  be  looking  for  other  villages  that  would  be  interested  in  starting 
a  curbside  program. 

•  Metal  Collection— We  have  organized  several  very  successful  metal  collection  pro¬ 
grams  that  have  been  District-wide  as  well  as  community  based.  We  have  proc¬ 
essed  thousands  of  yards  of  metal  scrap  this  year  at  no  cost  to  the  various  commu¬ 
nities.  We  will  be  looking  to  make  this  program  even  more  effective  in  the  coming 
year. 

•  Household  Hazardous  Waste— After  a  three  year  absence,  the  District  again  hosted 
a  District-wide  household  hazardous  waste  collection  day.  This  one-time  event 
resulted  in  more  than  200  households  dropping  off  their  hazardous  waste.  This  is 
more  than  twice  as  many  as  participated  in  1987.  We  are  now  making  plans  for 
setting  up  collection  programs  at  all  District  transfer  stations  on  a  monthly  basis. 
We  hope  that  this  improved  program  will  result  in  much  higher  usage  as  we  try  to 
clean  up  our  waste  stream.  About  a  third  of  one  percent  of  the  solid  waste  stream 
is  household  hazardous  waste. 

•  Special  Wastes — We  have  expanded  our  tire  collection  program  of  last  year  so 
that  we  are  now  organizing  auto  battery  and  waste  oil  collections  as  well.  Many 
transfer  stations  will  soon  have  waste  oil  collection  tanks  in  place. 

•  Operation  of  a  Regional  Transfer  Station — During  the  past  year,  we  provided  a 
regional  transfer  station  for  commercial  haulers  and  operated  a  transfer  station 
for  the  public  at  the  site  of  the  former  Rutland  City  landfill.  Between  25 %  to  33% 
of  the  District’s  waste  goes  through  this  transfer  station.  This  operation  has  also 
provided  the  District  a  base  of  operations  for  many  of  our  regional  collection  pro¬ 
grams.  While  we  are  phasing  out  the  commercial  hauler  operations,  the  transfer 
station  will  remain  open  to  the  public  in  the  future. 
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What  is  planned  for  the  future?  1991  will  see  further  expansion  of  existing  programs 
to  manage  wastes  through  recycling.  In  addition,  we  will  be  making  plans  to  implement 
composting  as  part  of  our  waste  management  strategy.  Planning  will  become  a  more  im¬ 
portant  part  of  our  efforts  in  1991  as  we  complete  an  analysis  of  long-term  waste  man¬ 
agement  options  and  draft  a  solid  waste  management  plan  that  should  carry  us  into  the 
21st  century.  As  a  plan  will  be  only  as  good  as  the  capacity  to  implement  it,  we  will  be 
looking  for  concrete  ways  to  provide  long  term  solid  waste  processing  and  disposal  serv¬ 
ices  to  the  District.  During  the  coming  year,  we  will  undoubtedly  be  looking  once  again 
at  incineration  services  from  the  private  sector,  as  well  as  a  District  landfill,  recycling 
and  composting  facilities.  While  looking  for  long-term  management  options,  we  will 
still  be  providing  a  day-to-day  disposal  option  for  our  towns,  as  we  have  during  the  past 
ten  years.  By  maintaining  our  large  volumes  (two  thirds  of  the  entire  county’s  trash),  we 
hope  to  provide  these  services  at  the  most  economical  rate.  The  cost  to  District  users  will 
be  in  the  form  of  a  tax  on  trash  actually  disposed  of  by  commercial  haulers  and  will  be 
about  $3.00  a  year  for  the  average  family.

As  we  move  from  the  eighties  into  the  nineties  we  are  pleased  to  report  to  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Clarendon  that  your  community  ambulance  service  has  continued  to  pro¬ 
vide  dependable,  quality  care.  Regional  Ambulance  Service,  Inc.  has  continually  pro¬ 
vided  emergency  and  non-emergency  ambulance  service  since  1983.  During  our  seventh 
fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1990,  the  service  resonded  to  a  total  of  3,946  calls. 

With  the  continued  support  of  the  citizens,  our  employees  and  community  governing 
bodies,  we  were  again  able  to  provide  our  sixth  consecutive  year  of  service  using  the  same 
assessment  rate  with  out  change.

In  fiscal  year  1990,  the  Southwestern  Vermont  Area  Agency  on  Aging  served  59  resi¬ 
dents  of  Clarendon  with  our  meals  program,  senior  advocate  and  other  services.  There 
were  2009  meals  delivered  to  18  homebound  persons  in  Clarendon.  Meals  on  wheels  are 
vital  to  many  persons  and  help  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  863  meals  were  served 
to  residents  of  Clarendon  in  the  Grange  Hall.  41  residents  participated  in  that  program. 
Senior  advocates  assisted  32  Clarendon  residents  with  a  variety  of  services  including 
applications  and  problem  resolution  in  benefit  programs  such  as  Medicaid,  Foodstamps, 
and  S.S.I.  Advocate  staff  also  helped  elders  who  had  questions  or  problems  related  to 
health  care  payments,  insurance  claims,  Vermont  tax  rebate  claims  and  energy  assistance. 

The  total  expense  of  the  agency  attributed  to  delivery  of  services  in  Clarendon  was 
$30,533  for  1990.  The  town  contributed  $800  toward  the  program  costs.  We  are  thank¬ 
ful  for  your  help.  State  and  federal  funds,  as  well  as  participant  donations  made  up  the 
balance.

III.  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 
A.  Enrollment: 

As  illustrated  by  the  enrollment  tables  above  the  enrollment  for  the  current 
school  year  is  at  a  record  high  at  336  students.  Next  year  most,  if  not  all,  grades 
will  have  more  students  than  can  be  reasonably  accommodated  by  two  classes. 
The  number  of  Clarendon  students  attending  Mill  River  has  increased  signifi¬ 
cantly  over  last  year.  We  expect  this  upward  trend  to  continue  through  next 
year.

B.  Personnel: 

All  school  personnel,  along  with  their  assignments,  are  listed  on  page  one  of 
this  report.  New  staff  members  for  the  1990-91  school  year  include:  Carol 
Mangan,  supplemental  reading  teacher;  Susan  Crowther,  supplemental  reading 
teacher;  Pamela  Laubscher,  resource  room  teacher;  Margie  Congdon,  health 
teacher;  and  Kandy  Thomas,  teacher  assistant.  We  welcome  these  new  mem¬ 
bers  to  our  staff.  We  commend  all  staff  members  for  the  special  efforts  they 
make  on  behalf  of  our  students.  Special  recognition  goes  to  Kathy  Jacob  who 
was  selected  for  a  Presidential  Award  for  Excellence  in  Science  and  Mathe¬ 
matics  Teaching.  Also,  Neva  Pratico  for  her  leadership  in  the  exchange  pro¬ 
gram  with  students  and  schools  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

C.  Curriculum: 

As  has  been  the  case  over  the  past  several  years,  we  continue  to  apply  signifi¬ 
cant  energy  and  resources  in  the  areas  of  curriculum  and  staff  development. 
Robert  Snarski,  our  principal,  and  Shayne  Lylis,  the  Rutland  South  Director  of 
Curriculum  and  Staff  Development,  are  providing  outstanding  leadership  in 
these  areas.  This  year’s  work  has  focused  on  a  number  of  areas  including  the 
following:  instructional  practices  for  the  early  learner,  with  special  assistance 
from  Dr.  Dee  Dee  Jameson  of  the  University  of  Vermont;  coordinating  curric¬ 
ulum  through  instructional  teams;  continued  and  ongoing  communications 
with  parents;  development  of  instructional  guides;  and  programs  for  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  student  progress.  In  each  of  these  areas  we  are  working  to  improve  pro¬ 
grams  and  to  sharpen  the  skills  of  our  teachers.  We  commend  staff  members 
who  have  made  extra  efforts  in  these  areas:  Patricia  McLaughlin  and  Monica 
Loyzelle,  our  grade  one  teachers;  Kathy  Jacob,  Machelle  Pilcher  and  Robert 
Snarski,  members  of  our  portfolio  committee.  Also,  this  past  year  there  was  a 
school  wide  program  of  study  on  the  Soviet  Union  involving  an  exchange  of 
students  and  teachers  with  schools  in  Russia.  We  commend  all  students,  teach¬ 
ers  and  community  members  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  this  project. 

D.  Facilities: 

The  Clarendon  Elementary  School  facilities  provide  an  excellent  setting  for 
our  instructional  programs  and  the  additional  space  provided  by  the  1989  ad¬ 
dition  is  helping  us  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  expanding  school  population.  The 
school  board  is  still  involved  in  completing  the  land  purchase  authorized  by 
the  voters.  Completing  permit  applications  and  complying  with  state  agencies 
is  requiring  more  time  and  energy  than  anticipated.  We  are  moving  ahead  with 
the  project  and  hope  to  have  it  completed  in  the  near  future. 

E.  Budget  and  School  Taxes: 

The  1991-92  proposed  school  budget  is  contained  within  the  financial  state¬ 
ments  of  this  report.  Proposed  expenditures  are  $1,620,598.00  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  elementary  school,  with  $424,954.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  This  rep¬ 
resents  a  6.6%  increase  in  expenditures.  Excluding  the  increase  in  special  edu¬ 
cation  costs,  this  would  only  be  a  5.5%  increase.  A  major  portion  of  the  in¬ 
crease  is  attributed  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students.

As  noted  under  the  discussion  of  enrollments  above,  there  has  been  a  signifi¬ 
cant  increase  in  the  number  of  Clarendon  students  attending  Mill  River.  As  a 
result,  Clarendon’s  share  of  Mill  River’s  operational  costs  has  increased  signifi¬ 
cantly.  Although  Mill  River  costs  have  increased  only  five  percent,  Clarendon 
is  picking  up  the  majority  of  this  increase  through  additional  students. 


F.  Teacher  Salary  Schedule: 

The  Clarendon  teacher  salary  schedule  for  the  1990-91  school  year  has  a  base 
salary  of  $17,963  for  a  beginning  teacher  with  a  Bachelors  Degree.  Increments 
of  $700  are  paid  for  advanced  training  and  additional  years  of  teaching  expe¬ 
rience.  A  teacher  with  30  credit  hours  beyond  a  Masters  Degree  and  with  19 
years  of  experience  can  earn  the  maximum  salary  of  $34,763.  The  average  sal¬ 
ary  for  Clarendon  teachers  is  $26,885  for  1990-91 .  This  compares  with  an  aver¬ 
age  teacher  salary  for  the  state  of  Vermont  of  $3 1 ,709,  according  to  the  most 
recent  information  from  the  VSBA.  Negotiations  have  not  been  completed 
for  the  1991-92  school  year. 


G.  Special  Education: 

The  Rutland  South  Supervisory  Union  administers  special  education  programs 
for  the  students  of  Clarendon,  Shrewsbury  and  Wallingford.  These  programs 
are  in  compliance  with  P.L.  94-142  and  support  the  goals  for  providing  full 
educational  opportunities  for  all  handicapped  youngsters.  Under  recently  en¬ 
acted  state  legislation  these  programs  are  funded  jointly  by  local  and  state 
funds  which  are  sent  to  the  supervisory  union  and  then  subgranted  to  the  local 
district.  All  revenue  and  expenditures  are  contained  in  the  financial  reports. 
A  summary  of  these  amounts  is  listed  below.  Special  education  costs  are  in¬ 
creasing  because  we  now  have  more  students  who  need  these  services.

H.  Chapter  I  Program

gram  serving  eligible  four-year  olds.  Shirley  Bingham  coordinates  and  super¬ 
vises  these  programs.  Shirley  Loomis  and  Terry  Jakubowski  provide  remedial 
reading  and  math  instruction  and  Jan  Tofferi  works  with  parents  and  students 
in  preschool.
